ALLEGED BREAOH OF THE COLONIAL VESSELS 
REGISTER ORDINANCE.

SUMMONS DISMIAHED. 


“Alexander Stopani, master of the 8 8. 
Fame, was charged for that since the 24th 


| day of August 1869, being in command of 


the British owned vessel called the Jame, 
he unlawfully did trade within the harbour 
of this Colony, without complying with the: 
requirements of Ordinance No..4, of 1856, 
entitled ‘* An ordinance to establish a pro- 

er syatom of registration for Colonial 

essels ;” and also unlawfully did neglect 
to produce the register of the ssid vessel 
to be endorsed as required by sections 6, 9, 
and 10 of the sald ordinance. 

The case was to have been taken at 12 
o'clock, but at the request of Mr Bre- 
reton, it. was postponed till 2 o’clock, by 
which timo it was expected that Mr Creagh 
who was engaged in another Court would 
be free to take it up. . At two o'clock Mr 
Creagh was still engaged, and as had been 
arranged before-hand, Mr Plunket proceod- 
ed with the hearing. ae 

Mr’ #. Sharp, Crown Solicitor, pro- 
seouted on behalf of the Crown ; and the 
Captain of the Fame .was defended by Mr 
T. C. Hayllar, Q.0., instructed by Messrs 
Brereton and Wotton, Mr Brereton appear- 


ing. 

Ste Sharp, in opening the case, sald this 
was & summons against the master of the 
ateamex Fame for an infringement of certain 
provisions of Ordinance No. 4 of 3866, 
which was “An Ordinance to establish a 
proper system of registration for Colonial 
vewsels.” There were several sections under 
which tho prosecution said he had rendered 
himself Hable, By Section No, 1 it was 
provided that “fromand after the passing 
of this Ordinance no ship or vessel whatao- 
ever. owned by a British subject shall be at 
liberty to trade in any of the harbours of 
this Colony uoless in the case of an outward 
trading sbip-or veasel she be provided with 
a certificate of registry, in conformity with 
tho Impoerfal Acts of Parliament in that 
behalf ; and in the case of a China trading 
ship or vessel ahe bas in all respects com- 
plied with the requirements of this Or- 
ance.” 

Tho Magistrate: Then, I suppose, this 
is what you: call a China trading ar a 

Mr Hapllar: No;1 deny that entirely. 

Mr Sharp: Yes, lt is not only the 
proper mode of describing the vessel, but 
by ‘a solemn declaration which I hold in 
my hand she is so defined, But that will 
be matter for argument, ; 

The Magistrate: .You bring this action 
against tho Fame.as a Obina trading phip ? 

MrSharp: Preclsely, The nextaection, 
under which she ia aummoned is No. 6, by 
which itis provided that ‘‘ the register of 
every Colontal reglatered ship or vessel 
shall be produced onge at least evory six 
months to the Harbonr Master, who shall 
endorse the date of such production on 
such register, upon patn on failure of auch 
production of the forfeiture of such register, 
uoless satisfactory cause for such non- 
production he shown to the Colonial Secre- 
tary. ” 

The Magistrate: For what term id the 
orlginal register ? 

Mr Sharp: By Seo, 10, Your Worshi; 
will see “for one year from the date of au 
register and no longer. ” 

The Magistrate ; The original fee ? 

Mr Sharp: $26. : 

The Magistrate : Yes, Isee, and $10 for 
renewal. an 

Mr Sharp; And there Is in addition a 
fee of $25 for the Harbour Master’s certifi- 
cate without which no register can be 
obtained. Coming now to the facts of the 
case agalnst the defendant,-he would be 
able to prove, Mr Sharp continued, that on 
the 26th august 1865, this steamer Same 
‘was registered under this local ordinance, 
There was, as his Worship would see, the 
Imperlal and local ordinances under either 
of which she could be registered.
